Following  is  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  NIinistrv  and  Oversight  at  Pacifie  YearK'  Meet- 
ing, August,  1956.  It  was  prepared  for  the  Bnljelin  h>- 
Oi.TviA  W.  15ams,  2340  Lawton  Drive,  Lemon  Gro\e, 
Calif. 

There  has  been  an  increasing  feeling  on  the 
part  of  many  Meeting  Ciommittees  on  Ministr\’ 
and  ()\ersight  that  we  need  more  chance  to  talk 
together,  to  share  )iroblcms  and  insights.  W’e 
are  not  jirofessiouals,  \ct  we  all  dt'sire  that  the 
siiiritual  life  ol  our  Meetings  deepen,  and  the 
ministrx’  de\'eloo.  Wt'  all  lu'cd  to  understand 
b('tt('r  how  to  lu'lp  in  probh'ins  of  iK'isonal  ad- 
instment  and  rt'lationships  within  onr  Nhx'tings. 

lu'c'd  to  im]iro\('  tlu'  conduct  ol  our  nuH't- 
ings  lor  bnsiiu'ss,  and  onr  I'h’rst-dai'  Schools,  to 
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consider  the  place  of  attenders  in  our  meetings, 
and  other  similar  problems. 

As  the  committees  on  Ministry  and  Oversight 
gathered  this  year,  we  tried  to  find  a way  to  fa- 
cilitate a continuous  interchange  throughout  the 
year  and  to  make  available  some  of  our  “weigh- 
ty” or  “seasoned”  Friends  to  go  to  individual 
Monthly  Meetings  on  call,  for  consultation.  We 
felt  it  might  be  helpful  to  have  a central  stand- 
ing Committee  on  Ministry  and  Oversight. 

Seven  people  were  appointed  by  the  Yearly 
Meeting  to  this  eommittee:  two  from  the  North- 
west, two  from  the  Bay  area,  two  from  Southern 
California,  and  one  from  New  Mexico.  Five  hun- 
dred dollars  was  put  into  the  Yearly  Meeting 
budget  to  facilitate  travel. 

This  is  a new  committee  which  will  have  to 
find  its  way.  Its  effectiveness  will  depend  upon 
the  use  made  of  it  by  individual  Meetings  and 
the  way  it  is  able  to  draw  us  all  closer  together. 
We  hope  that  it  will  not  only  eonvene  us  at 
Yearly  Meeting,  but  that  area  members  will  get 
Ministry  and  Oversight  Committees  together  for 
quarterly  and  half-yearly  meetings  at  least.

THRASHING  AND  POPPING 

As  is  natural  after  a Yearly  Meeting  of  some  turbu- 
lance  and  deep  searchings,  the  editor  of  the  Bulletin  has 
received  a number  of  comments  on  the  period  at  La 
Honda.  Some  of  these  may  be  helpful,  not  only  as  an 
exchange  of  views,  but  to  point  the  direction  in  which 
we  need  now  to  go.  There  can  be  no  doubt  in  any 
mind— we  must  use  our  recent  experiences  and  our  fu- 
ture ones  to  grow  in  fundamental  unity  and  in  dedica- 
tion. 

Most  of  the  comments  maintain  that  the  tensions  and 
difficulties  which  confront  us  are  the  normal  result  of 
our  extremely  rapid  growth— for  the  last  six  years  we 
have  been  riding  along  all  too  comfortably  and  we  need 
a period  of  testing,  a time  of  inner  development  and  a 
rebirth  into  the  life  of  the  Spirit.  One  person  said,  “We 
had  too  much  Discipline  and  not  enough  self-discipline.” 
Another  called  Yearly  Meeting  “a  gold-star  thrashing 
meeting,  with  all  well-accepted  Quaker  practices.”  “Lit- 
tle Red  Riding  Hood,’  she  continues,  “was  a stroke  of 
genius— an  Rx  for  our  suffering  souls.  Most  of  us  wanted 
to  be  the  wolf,  at  least  emotionally,  until,  of  course, 
non-violence  properly  tamed  him!”  Along  with  such  re- 
marks came  appreciation  of  the  calmness  and  patience 
of  our  clerks,  and  the  steadfastness  and  strength  of 
certain  members  of  the  Meeting. 

“The  words  ‘rich’  and  ‘rugged’  seem  best  to  describe 
my  three  days  at  La  Honda,”  writes  Elliott  Fleckles, 
a Friends  minister  and  chaplain  at  the  Veterans’  Ad- 
ministration Hospital  in  Sepulvada,  Calif.,  and  an  occa- 
sional attender  at  San  Fernando  Meeting.  “Every  prob- 
lem, however  knotty  (for  instance  the  ‘Sons  of  Free- 
dom,’ radical  if  not  irrational  core  of  the  Doukhobor 
sect ) was  faced  in  the  light  of  our  common  concern,  that 
of  arriving  at  the  truth,  A strenuous  effort  was  made, 
though  at  times  it  was  slow  and  stumbling,  to  integrate 
the  interests  of  the  young  people  with  the  larger  pro- 
gram and  goals  of  the  Yearly  Meeting.  The  results 
were  some  rather  rich  and  rugged  discussions,  during 
which  the  simplicity  and  sincerity  of  the  younger  gen- 
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eration  shone  forth  as  a guiding  light.  . 

Robert  Dann  writes  from  Honolulu  ( 2584  Alaula 
Way,  Honolulu  14,  T.H. ) ; “In  all  reports  of  the  last 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  there  has  been  frequent  refer- 
ence to  too  many  people  ‘popping  up’  too  many  times. 
Perhaps  since  I was  not  present  and  so  did  not  con- 
tribute to  the  confusion,  it  may  be  in  order  to  say  a 
few  things  about  our  Quaker  business  meetings. 

“The  principles  of  procedure  that  can  be  recognized 
are  few.  One  is  that  the  meeting  is  not  dominated  by 
tne  clerk;  another  is  that  there  are  no  rules  of  proced- 
ure, such  as  Roberts’,  that  permit  the  skillful  user  to 
control  and  perhaps  frustrate  a whole  meeting;  nor  does 
any  committee  impose  its  program  on  a meeting,  even 
a steering  or  agenda  committee,  without  taking  the 
unique  situation  of  the  actual  meeting  into  considera- 
tion. 

“It  is  a real  concern  of  the  meeting  that  it  preserves 
its  freedom,  which  involves  the  freedom  of  the  individ- 
ual and  a close  attention  to  the  leadings  of  the  Spirit, 
or  Light,  working  in  the  meeting.  This  freedom  is  best 
preserved  by  its  careful  use  and  by  self-imposed  con' 
trols 

“The  procedures  which  preserve  some  degree  of  order 
are  rather  simple.  First,  the  clerk  is  supposed  to  gather 
the  sense  of  the  meeting.  This  can  best  be  done  when 
individuals  speak  as  if  addressing  the  clerk,  though  not 
formally.  The  observance  of  this  may  cause  one  to  stop 
and  think  before  speaking;  it  will  certainly  help  elimi- 
nate direct  answers  to  what  has  been  said.  Some  one 
may  think  that  by  ‘popping  up’  and  saying  ‘clerk,  please, 
clerk,  please,’  he  has  met  this  requirement!  Speaking 
to  the  matter  at  hand,  and  it  alone,  is  very  important. 
It  is  a function  of  the  clerk  to  keep  the  remarks  di- 
rected in  this  way.  At  least,  observance  of  these  simple 
principles  should  slow  down  a debate  to  the  pace  of  a 
constructive  expression  of  opinion. 

“After  due  exercise  of  patience,  the  clerk  should  read 
the  minute  he  has  prepared,  not  as  a report  of  the  dis- 
cussion, but  as  his  estimate  of  the  sense  of  the  meeting. 
Friends  should  listen  earefully  and  propose  alterations 
until  unanimity  is  secured. 

“Let  us  avoid  ‘pop-up’  meetings  by  adding  a feature 
of  considered  ‘sit-down,’  at  least  enough  to  give  time  to 
weigh  the  responses  our  remarks  may  call  forth,  and 
the  degree  to  which  we  are  contributing  to  the  sense 
of  the  meeting.” 


REPORT  ON  KENYA  PROJECT 

Response  to  the  concern  for  American  participation  in 
the  International  Voluntary  Work  Camp  at  Kaimosi, 
Kenya,  has  been  gratifying.  Contributions  from  nine- 
teen Monthly  Meetings  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  one 
class  from  First  Friends  Church,  Pasadena,  and  ten  in- 
dividuals, have  been  received,  totalling  $703.25  with 
additional  funds  still  anticipated. 

Don  Voorhees  has  been  at  Kaimosi  since  February  2, 
1956.  Others  participating  are  Rupert  Barnes,  English 
Friend  (previously  at  the  Mission)  and  Ralph  Way, 
American;  Charles  Brown  of  Haverford  College  spent 
tht  summer  there.  John  Makesi,  Jairus  Standa,  Lazarus 
Wanyonyi,  and  Benjamin  Rambanya  were  the  first  group 
of  Africans  to  join  the  work  camp.  These  men  are  with 
the  project  three  months  at  a time.  Tliey  all  wanted  to 
stay  longer,  when  the  first  three  months  was  over.  It 
was  decided  to  have  John  Makesi  remain  longer  to  help 
the  new  group  of  Africans  catch  the  work  camp  spirit. 

In  June,  before  the  Africans  were  to  return  to  their 
homes,  all  hands  decided  to  have  an  outing  and  at- 
tempted to  climb  Mt.  Elgon,  14,0()()  ft.  and  60  miles 
north  of  Kaimosi.  They  made  12,500  ft.  but  there  had 
to  turn  back  because  of  snow,  rain  and  hail.  They  spent 
one  night  on  the  way  at  the  home  of  one  of  tlie  work 
campers. 

One  'I’.B.  house  was  finished,  at  last  rc'port,  and 
others  started.  Work  goes  ahead  slowly,  due  to  fre- 
(juent  rains  which  delay  hardening  of  concrete  blocks. 
Another  delay  was  caused  when  a tree  fell  on  one  of 


the  houses  during  a storm. 

The  work  camp  is  well  accepted  and  coming  to  be 
understood  by  Africans.  Periodic  Newsletters,  the  source 
for  this  account,  indicate  that  our  fellows  are  learning 
a great  deal  about  Africans  and  their  customs.  They  all 
live  together,  all  take  turns  at  cooking  and  housekeep- 
ing. Some  of  the  Africans  look  upon  their  experience 
in  the  camp  as  training  in  house  building. 

We  have  still  to  work  on  the  hoped-for  united  action 
of  California  Yearly  Meeting  with  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, in  relation  to  this  concern.  The  fact  that  C.Y.M. 
supports  its  own  mission  program  detracts  from  its  inter- 
est of  that  of  the  Five  Years  Meeting.  Distance  has 
also  been  a factor  preventing  more  frequent  contact 
between  those  concerned.

DUTIES  OF  CONSCIENCE 

Dear  Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting; 

The  Yearly  Meeting  sessions  were  so  crowded  with 
vital  matters  that  took  so  long  to  resolve,  that  the 
Group  for  the  Duties  of  Conscience  felt  it  could  not 
press  for  a deeper  exploration  of  its  plan  to  have  “du- 
ties” burgeon  into  “action.”  Yet  without  concerted  ac- 
tion, widely  distributed  over  the  country  in  every 
Monthly  Meeting,  augmented  by  individual  action  from 
many  concerned  individuals  in  many  communities,  the 
impact  of  the  plea  for  general  amnesty  on  the  mind  and 
conscience  of  President  Eisenhower  will  be  negligible. 

George  Willoughby,  executive  secretary  of  the  Cen- 
tral Committee  for  Conscientious  Objectors,  in  Philadel- 
phia, is  working  hard  to  help  C.O.’s  through  their  ordeal 
under  the  present  law.  In  a recent  letter  to  our  group 
he  expressed  his  “delight”  over  the  move  for  amnesty, 
and  adds,  “this  has  been  a major  task  and  we  hope 
much  good  will  come  out  of  it.  . . This  irersonal  par- 
ticipation is  more  important  than  putting  one’s  money 
to  work  at  times.” 

To  carry  out  this  plan  for  “personal  participation,”  it 
is  important:  I)  that  Monthly  Meetings  write  to  the 
President  urging  amnesty  for  those  how  in  prison  and 
for  those  who  have  served  their  term;  2)  that  many, 
but  MANY  individuals  also  write  to  the  same  end,  all 
letters  to  reach  the  White  House  as  soon  as  possible; 
3)  that  copies  of  all  letters  be  mailed  to  the  Group  for 
the  Duties  of  Conscience,  Londa  Eletcher,  1030  Park- 
inson, Palo  Alto,  Calif.  This  will  be  of  value  as  we 
all  go  forward  to  the  next  step  for  C.O.’s. 

It  is  encouraging  that  College  Park  Quarterly  Meet- 
ing, composed  of  seven  Monthly  Meetings  in  the  Bay 
rrea,  at  its  last  meeting,  responded  at  once  to  the  value 
of  such  letters,  wrote  a fine  letter  to  the  President,  and 
received  a reply.

REPORT  ON  RETIREMENT  HOME  PROJECT 

At  Yearly  Meeting  this  year  a committee  was  a.sked 
seriously  to  investigate  possibilities  for  a Friends  retire- 
ment home  in  our  region.  The  following  report  is  based 
on  extensive  investigation  by  Alice  Plympton  (360  N. 
2Ist  St.,  Corvallis,  Oregon).  Besides  collecting  a large 
file  of  information  on  homes  for  the  elderly  in  general, 
she  visited  retirement  homes  in  Portland,  Oregon,  Los 
Altos,  Calif.,  and  Salem,  Oregon,  intcioicwing  the  di- 
rectors. She  also  explored  with  the  sponsors  plans  for 
a new  home  in  the  Rogue  \7dlc>',  Oregon,  and  the  pro- 
posed Friendsview  Manor  of  Oregon  Yearly  Meeting,  to 
be  situated  in  Newberg,  Oregon.  On  October  23  to  26, 
she  went  on  a “scouting  trip”  to  Soutlu-rn  Oregon,  in- 
vestigating a site  wliich  would  be  suitable  for  such  a 
liome  for  Friends. 

Alice  Plympton  would  be  glad  to  receive  eorrespond- 
enc('  and  furnish  details  wliich  space  will  not  allow  us 
to  include  in  this  report  in  the  Bulletin: 

“1’he  new  scicnee  of  gerontolog\’  is  recei\ing  the  at- 
tention of  government,  the  nu'dical  profession,  social 
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agencies  and  religious  groups.  Governnient  recognizes 
tlie  need  of  its  senior  citizens  for  security;  medical  men 
are  concerned  with  easing  the  physical  disabilities  in- 
cident to  old  age;  social  and  religious  agencies  are  giv- 
ing thought  to  the  problems  of  living  which  confront 
older  people  who  find  themselves  relieved  of  the  re- 
sponsibilities of  family  and  jobs  which  once  gave  direc- 
tion and  purpose  to  their  lives. 

“One  answer  to  these  problems  is  in  retirement  homes 
where  older  people  may  live  independently  in  a cult- 
ural and  social  environment  not  unlike  what  they  have 
been  acustomed  to.  Associating  with  ireople  of  their 
own  age,  they  are  free  to  follow  pursuits  adapted  to 
their  tastes  and  abilities.  Churches  and  other  religious 
bodies  have  taken  the  lead  in  providing  ideal  living  con- 
ditions for  those  who  have  ‘borne  the  heat  and  labor  of 
the  day’  and  are  ready  to  turn  to  a less  active  pattern 
of  living.” 

From  her  “scouting  trip”  to  Southern  Oregon,  Alice 
Plympton  came  to  the  conclusion  that  an  excellent  place 
for  a Friends  Retirement  Home  would  be  Ashland;  she 
found  that  land  irrices  are  not  nearly  so  high  as  iii  Cal- 
ifornia and  there  were  several  sites  in  the  Bellview 
School  district,  just  outside  the  city  limits.  The  follow- 
ing is  from  her  notes  on  this  trip: 

“Site  preferred:  Small  farm  with  peach  orchard,  wood 
lot.  pasture,  good  house,  garage,  barn,  6 acres:  price 
$16,000.  Or  the  above  orchard  and  pasture  alone,  3 
acres,  $5,000. 

“Description:  located  just  outside  southeast  city  lim- 
its, on  Tolman  Creek  Road;  344  ft.  frontage  extending 
back  618  ft.  up  a gentle  slope  to  level  orchard. 

View  magnificent:  north  across  valley  floor  to  Crizzly 
Mt.  (el.  6000  ft.);  east  and  south  vistas  leading  to  Sis- 
kiyou Summit  and  California  line;  south  and  west, 
wooded  hills  sloping  to  Mt.  Ashland  ( el.  7500  ft. ) . 
Facilities:  city  water,  soft.  No  sewage  disposal  until  in- 
clusion in  city,  near  futrue.  Irrigation  water  under 
pressure  already  in  use. 

Building  activity:  large  ranch  house  and  estate  across 
Tolman  Creek  Rd.,  by  a physician;  some  new  residences 
nearer  Plighway  99;  a new  street  planned  parellel  to 
road,  to  bound  farm  tract.  Bellview  District  is  the  most 
popular  and  fastest  growing  section  of  Ashland. 

“Facts  about  Ashland  as  a site  for  home:  the  half- 
way point  between  population  centers  of  Pacific  North- 
west and  California:  375  miles  from  San  Francisco,  319 
from  Portland,  509  from  Seattle,  652  from  Vancouver, 
B.  C.,  701  from  Los  Angeles.  Topography:  elevation 
2000  ft.  within  converging  angle  of  two  mountain  ranges 
which  shut  off  the  extreme  cold  of  Central  Oregon  and 
the  extreme  rainfall  of  the  Pacific  watershed,  85  miles 
distant.  Climate  almost  completely  free  from  pollen, 
dust,  fog.  Average  yearly  range  in  temperature  40-651" 
(summer  reading,  70-90,  nights  always  cool  enough  for 
a blanket;  winter  readings  average  37. 3F ) ; occasional 
snow  melting  immediately;  growing  season,  190  days, 
gardens  begun  in  February.  Average  rainfall  20.3  in., 
none  except  showers  during  summer  months. 

“Ashland  is  the  site  of  the  Oregon  Shakespearean 
Festival,  which  attracts  visitors  from  all  over  the  United 
States.  Southern  Oregon  College  has  all-year  courses 
and  extension.  Th<=re  are  hot  springs  and  lithia  water. 
Crater  Lake  is  within  easv  motoring  distance,  as  is  the 
Rogue  River  and  the  Tacksonville  pioneer  village  and 
museum.  Health  facilities  include  the  Ashland  and 
Medford  Hospitals,  many  private  physicians  and  den- 
tists.”

The  O'^'fiker  Leadership  Smmner  Study  Tour,  financed 
hy  the  Clement  and  Crace  Biddle  Foundation  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  American  Section  of  Friends  World 
Committee,  completed  its  1956  program  by  attending 
North  Carolina  Yearly  Meeting.  The  tour  began  in  June 
with  the  Friends  General  Conference  at  Cape  May,  N. 
J.,  included  trips  to  the  United  Nations  and  to  Wash- 


ington, D.C.,  as  well  as  four  weeks  at  Pendle  Hill, 
Wallingford,  Pa.

CONFERENCE  ON  RACE  RELATIONS 

The  American  Friends  Conference  on  Race  Relations 
August  31  to  September  3,  1956,  at  Wilmington,  Ohio, 
was  the  result  of  a concern  of  Baltimore  Yearly  Meet- 
ing- In  spite  of  the  shortness  of  notice,  130  Friends  at- 
tended the  conference  representing  sixteen  Yearly  Meet- 
ings as  well  as  other  Friends  groups.  Mary  Acord  and 
Ben  Seaver  were  the  delegates  from  Pacific  Yearly- 
Meeting.  Ben  Seaver  ( 1191  Stanyon  St.,  San  Francisco, 
Calif.)  reports  as  follows: 

“The  purpose  of  the  conference  was  to  examine  the 
degree  to  which  Friends  are  a part  of  the  problem  of 
race  relations  and  to  consider  how  we  might  best  make 
our  witness  clearer— helping  our  communities  to  realize 
that  ‘the  human  race  is  one  race;  the  human  family,  one 
family,  all  members  one  of  another,’  and  then  to  act  on 
that  realization. 

“The  opening  address  by  Ralph  Rose,  associate  sec- 
retary of  Friends  World  Committee,  placed  the  chal- 
lenge squarely  before  the  conference.  Other  major 
speakers  were  Butler  Jones,  professor  of  sociology  at 
Ohio  Wesleyan,  who  described  the  assortment  of  my  ths 
which  contribues  to  the  psychological  aspects  of  the 
problem,  Byron  Hayworth,  judge  of  the  Municipal  Court 
at  High  Point,  N.C.,  who  dealt  sympathetically  with  the 
reasons  for  Southern  opposition  to  integration,  and  Clar- 
ence Pickett,  whose  description  of  the  implications  of 
segregation  for  our  relationship  with  the  non-white  ma- 
jority of  the  world’s  people,  stressed  the  urgency  of 
finding  a constructive  solution. 

“But  perhaps  the  most  important  part  of  the  confer- 
ence was  the  work  done  in  the  nine  small  discussion 
groups.  The  background  and  attitudes  of  the  Friends 
present  covered  a wide  range,  but  gradually,  as  the  dis- 
cussions went  on  in  the  loving  spirit  of  a Friends  meet- 
ing, reconciliation  of  opposing  views  took  place  and  a 
high  degree  of  unity  was  reached. 

“Early  in  the  conference  a drafting  committee  was 
appointed  to  draw  up  a statement.  At  first  this  proved 
to  be  an  impossible  task,  but  as  the  conference  devel- 
oped the  elements  of  such  a statement  took  form.  A 
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rough  draft  was  submitted  to  the  discussion  groups. 
Then  the  committee,  enlarged  by  representatives  from 
the  groups  rewrote  the  statement  in  the  light  of  all 
amendments,  and  this  was  accepted  by  the  plenary 
session  with  only  two  minor  changes  in  wording!” 
Message  to  Friends  in  America 

“Coming  from  North,  South,  East  and  West,  we  have 
been  made  tender  in  the  deeper  realization  that  ‘all  of 
us  have  sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God’ 
in  our  relations  with  our  brothers.  We  have  stood  in 
the  light  of  Christ  ‘which  lighteth  every  man  tliat  com- 
eth  into  the  world,’  and  which  makes  all  men  equal  in 
God’s  sight. 

“We  have  been  led  to  face  our  failure  to  meet  the 
urgent  challenge  of  the  world-wide  revolution  in  human 
relations.  We  recognize  om  confusion  and  our  lack  of 
faithfulness  to  our  principles.  In  all  parts  of  the  nation 
we  have  failed.  Through  ignorance  or  complacency  or 
fear  we  have  neglected  our  moral  obligation.  We  have 
not  treated  all  men  as  brothers. 

“Group  statements  sometimes  mean  very  little,  but 
this  we  know;  that  right  relations  with  God  must  lead 
to  right  relations  with  all  men.  Instead  of  passing  judg- 
ment on  one  another,  our  ta.sk  lies  in  helping  one  another 
to  move  forward  in  a practical  airplication  of  this  truth. 
Here,  at  this  conference.  Friends,  pastoral  and  non-pas- 
toral, urban  and  rural,  Negro  and  white,  have  prayed 
together  and  spoken  to  one  another  honestly  in  a spirit 
of  love.  We  have  gained  insight  into  one  another’s 
problems  and  have  seen  barriers  fall.  We  urge  Friends 
to  create  opportunities  for  similar  e.xperiences. 

“We  see  a service  for  Friends  in  the  quiet,  experi- 
mental action  taken  by  the  individual  Meeting  and  the 
individual  Friend  in  tlieir  home  communities.  We  earn- 
estly pray  that  we  can  move  under  a sense  of  urgency  of 
world  events  from  where  we  are  to  where  God  would 
have  us  in  race  relations.  More  important  than  where 
we  are  is  the  direction  in  which  we  are  going. 

“In  the  midst  of  tension  and  conflict  at  home  and. 
abroad,  we  see  the  immediacy  of  this  problem.  We  sug- 
gest to  each  Friends  Meeting  and  Ghurch  and  to  every 
individual  Friend  in  America  that  we  tenderly  and 
humbly  consider  together  the  following  queries: 

As  Meetings  and  as  Individuals: 

1.  What  are  we  doing  to  prepare  our  Meeting  or 
Ghurch  to  welcome  into  our  own  community  of  wor- 
shippers all,  regardless  of  race,  who  seek  the  saving  light 
of  Ghrist? 

2.  What  are  we  doing  to  encourage  intervisitation  and 
to  create  other  religious  opportunities  for  the  growth  of 
understanding  among  Friends? 

3.  What  are  we  doing  to  support  tliose  who  from  ten- 
derness of  conscience  are  pioneering  in  the  area  of  race 
relations? 

4.  What  are  we  doing  to  release  the  uniting  force  of 
God’s  love  in  our  community  by  organizing  or  support- 
ing interracial  meetings  or  councils  where  differing  opin- 
ions can  he  honestly  expressed  without  fear? 

5.  What  are  we  doing  to  release  the  God-given  po- 
tential of  each  individual  regardless  of  skin  color,  na- 
tional origin,  or  religious  conviction  by  helping  to  pro- 
vide: 

a.  Educational  opportunities  for  all  that  bring  about 
communication,  understanding,  and  common  experience? 

b.  Tob  opportunities  for  all  based  on  ability? 

c.  Healthful  and  constructive  recreational  opportuni- 
ties tliat  build  understanding  between  groups? 

d.  All  community  services  to  all  individuals  ou  the 
basis  of  need? 

6.  What  are  we  doing  to  provide  opportunities  for  a 
wholesome  home  life  for  all  families: 

a.  By  working  for  adecpiatc  housing  in  desirable  com- 
munities for  all? 

b.  By  making  it  possible  for  all  families  to  live  in  the 
community  of  their  choice? 

c.  By  knowing  and  working  with  all  our  lunghhors  in 
the  struggle  again.st  disease,  deliiuiiu'ucy  and  crime? 


7.  What  are  we  doing  to  uphold  our  democratic  ideal 
by  working  for  full  protection  of  all  individuals  under 
law,  and  full  participation  of  all  in  our  government? 

8.  What  are  we  doing  to  prepare  ourseves  and  our 
children,  through  religious  training  and  example,  to  live 
in  and  work  for  a world  free  from  racial  prejudice,  seg- 
regation, and  discrimination? 

Our  world  has  changed.  The  choice  between  action 
and  inaction  is  no  longer  open  to  us;  we  can  only  de- 
termine how  we  shall  act. 


NORTHWEST  HALF-YEARLY  MEETING 

The  meeting,  in  Portland,  Oregon,  October  6 and  7, 
saw  a new  departure  by  being  held  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  Oregon  Journal  building.  There  was  a strong 
representation  of  Friends  from  the  Willamette  Valley, 
but  owing  to  the  conjunction  of  the  Elizabeth  Vining 
lectures  on  the  same  date,  the  number  of  Friends  from 
Seattle  was  smaller  than  usual.  Besides  the  clerks, 
Kathleen  Bell  of  W’hite  Rock  and  Hugh  Gampbell- 
Brown,  of  Vernon,  British  Golumbia  was  represented  by 
Friends  from  Vancouver  and  Victoria. 

Appreciation  was  expressed  by  the  Meeting  for  the 
services  of  the  retiring  clerks  for  the  past  two  years, 
and  the  following  persons  were  appointed  clerks  for  the 
next  two  years:  presiding  clerk,  Richard  Broughton 
of  Victoria;  assistant  clerk,  Elsie  Bergman  of  Seattle. 
The  Meeting  was  happy  that  Diana  Hynard  of  Van- 
couver was  able  to  continue  as  treasurer. 

One  of  the  points  of  interest  from  the  Monthly  Meet- 
ing reports  was  that  University  Meeting,  Seattle,  is  now 
so  large  that  another  meeting  for  worship  has  grown 
out  of  it,  primarily  designed  to  serve  Friends  who  are 
located  east  of  Fake  Washington.  This  meeting  is  well 
attended  and  held  at  the  homes  of  individual  Friends. 

The  finances  of  the  Half-Yearly  Meeting  received  con- 
sideration in  the  Saturday  afternoon  session,  and  it  was 
decided  to  urge  Monthly  Meetings  to  contribute  at  least 
?I25  to  Half-Yearly  Meeting  funds.  This  would  work 
out  to  about  75c  a member.  Diana  Hynard  was  asked 
to  discover  the  estimated  cost  of  a travel  pool  which, 
would  include  Argenta,  Galgary  and  Edmonton  and  help 
towards  enabling  Friends,  however  scattered,  to  come  to 
Half-Yearly  Meeting. 

On  Saturday  evening  discussion  centered  around  two 
concerns:  a home  for  elderly  friends,  and  improvement 
in  the  functioning  of  the  Yearly  Meeting  Nominating 
Gommittee.  Both  these  matters  will  be  presented  in  the 
pages  of  the  Bulletin.  After  meeting  for  worship  in  the 
morning,  the  Meeting  adjurned  to  meet  in  Vancouver, 
April  13  and  14,  1957.
